energy to the State subject to determination of final tariff by Hon’ble Karnataka Electricity Regulatory 
Commission (KERC). 

PREAMBLE: 

1 .The State is facing power shortage. There is a deficit between demand and supply in the State. Owing to steep increase over 
the years in the demand for power supply, the daily consumption of energy has also increased. 

2. The electricity demand of the Karnataka State is met by Karnataka Power Corporation Limited(KPCL)'s hydel and thermal 

generation sources, CGS allocation, NCE sources, short term and medium term purchases through Competitive Bid Route. 
The State demand reaches its maximum during the month of January to May due to schools and colleges examinations 
and hot summer. 

3. The status of availability from various sources and impediments faced currently in maintaining the availability are as follows: i) 

a) State daily Average power consumption is 189.14MU in February-14 and 178.62 MU in March-14 (up to 19 th ). 

b) The Maximum energy recorded is 195.11 MU in February-14 (14.03.2014) and 192.66MU in March-2014 (upto 19 th ) 
(19.03.2014). The Minimum energy recorded in February-2014 is 175.74MU (02.02.2014) and in March-2014 (up to 19 th ) 
is 151.66 MU. (09 th Mar). 
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c) Maximum Peak Demand reached 9223MW during February -14( 13.02.14) and 8743 MW during March-14 (upto 19 th ) 
(14.03.14). 

d) The average State generation from KPCL sources for the month of February-14 is 95.9MU and for the month of March-14 
(upto 19 th ) is 88.08MU. 

e) Major Flydro Reservoir availability at presert is 46.22% & this amounts to 4016 MU (which includes 5% carry over) as on 
20.03.2014 by which 34.76MU per day can be generated till the end of present water year considering 5% carry over and 
reservoir capacity at Sharavathi is 37.53% , at Supa reservoir is 59.79 % and at Mani reservoir is 42.81%. 

f) The average generation received from State thermal units (Raichur Thermal Power Station(RTPS) & Bellary Thermal 
Power Station(BTPS) is 49.1 MU per day and from the central generating stations is 43.1 MU per day during March- 14 
(upto 19 th ). 

g) Average infirm power of wind energy injection for the month of March- 14 (upto 19 th ) is around 3.5MU per day and during 
peak hours the wind generation is between 200 to 400MW. The average infirm power of wind energy received during Apr- 
13 is 7MU, May-13 is 13MU and June-13 is 24MU.

i) Purchase of power to an extent of 450 MW from JSWEL has commenced from 1 st August 2013. Out of 1050 MW of power 
purchased from outside the state no . power is scheduled from January-2014 to April-2014 under STOA. 


j) Also Power is procured on Short Term basis for the period from 01 st September 2013 to 30 th June 2014. The Power 
contracted for the reaming peak season are as follows.

i) Currently the overall combined capacity available under Medium term and Short term is around 950 MW. As per the 
Demand Availability statement furnished by SLDC, the peak deficit varies from 500MW to 1000MW from December 2013 
onwards after considering Medium term and Short term Procurement. To timely address this expected demand another 
tender was called for procurement of 500 MW ± 20 % MW firm power on RTC basis for the period from 1st January 2014 to 
30 th June 2014. Flowever except LI bidder(quoted price Rs. 4.85 per unit) other bidders had quoted higher rate. And till date 
LI bidder( offered quantum of 110MW ) is not able to supply the quantum due to non clearance of open access approval. 

ii) At present state is supplying 7hrs of 3phase power supply to all rural feeders in two batches with 4 hours in day time and 
remaining 3 hours during night. 6pm to next day 6am single phase supply is being arranged for all the rural feeders. 22 to 
24 hrs of power supply is being arranged for all urban feeders and 24hrs power supply to all Bangalore city feeders. 

iii) Since 17 th March 2014 600MW Unit# 1 of UPCL was under forced outage condition and due to technical snag, there is a 
loss of generation at RTPS is 300 to 500MW and at BTPS 200 to 250MW and loss of generation from CGS units is 150MW 
(500MW Unit 5 at Ramagundam and 220MW Unit#4 at Kaiga), Also there is sudden fall in wind generation from 300MW to 
40MW. Further since 17th March 2014 due to sudden rise in the atmospheric temperature, there is steep rise in state 
demand. Consequent to huge loss of generation to an extent of 1400MW, the load curtailment in the state to an extent of 
800 to 900MW during peak hours and 500 MW during non-peak hours of day time is effected. However, there is no load 
curtailment during night hours between 2200hrs to 0630hrs. 
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iv) Further it is very essential to arrange continuous power supply in the evening peak hours in view of ongoing and ensuing 
annual examinations of schools & colleges (i.e., from March to May-2014). 

4. The availability of power through Energy Exchanges is also constrained by corridor congestion. Rates are fluctuating and 
there is no guarantee that the required power can be obtained through energy exchange. Hence, the State cannot depend 
on any additional quantum of power from outside sources. 

5. There is remote possibility of getting any additional quantum of power from outside generators either through bidding 
process or bilateral transactions due to corridor congestion. 

6 . In the circumstances, the endeavor of the State is that every possible source of power should be tapped in the coming 
months. To mitigate the likely power shortages and to maintain regularity and minimize inconvenience to the public is a 
matter of paramount concern in the coming months. 

7. The State Government is of the considered opinion that the prevailing power situation in the State warrants measures to 
protect the public interest. The State is also aware that the genuine economic interests of the generators are to be borne 
in mind in view of cost of inputs for power generation. 

8 In view of non-availability of corridor for inter-state transmission of power, the only option left is to tap the power from 
Intra-State Generators. 

9. From the facts indicated in the pre paras, it is evident that though all efforts have been taken to meet the peak season 
demand we are not able to gear up to the increase in demand due to corridor congestion problem in respect of short term 
and exchange procurement and also as KPCL sources and CGS units are not able to maintain the availability ensured for 
the current peak seasons. 

10. The price per unit fixed in the previous Section 11, present short-term bid route and the energy exchange rates are as 
detailed below:

In light of the above, it is appropriate to consider Rs 5.50 per unit for the procurement of energy under Section 11 on par with 
the current Short term Procurement rate. 

11. It is pertinent to mention that, the capacity of co-generation plants with PPA are being paid at the tariff determined by 
Hon'ble KERC and as per the provisions of PPA. 

12. Under the above circumstances, in view of non-availability of corridor for inter- state transmission of power, the only 
option left is to tap the power from Intra- State generators. There are many open access generators within the State who 
are exporting power outside the State through power exchange and short term open access. Govt, of Karnataka has 
imposed Section 11 in the past years and availed power from these open access generators to ensure reliable power 
supply during summer months to overcome the power crisis in the State. 

13. Section 11 of EA 2003 provides that: 

1. "The Appropriate Government may specify that a generating company shall, in extraordinary circumstances operate 
and maintain any generating station in accordance with the directions of that Government in the public interest. 

2. The Appropriate Commission may offset the adverse financial impact of the directions referred to in sub-section (1) on 
any generating company in such manner as it considers appropriate". 

14. As a matter of policy, it is in the public interest and to mitigate acute power crisis in the State, all the Generators in the 
State of Karnataka have to run their plants to full exportable capacity and pump energy to the State Grid for utilization 
within the State Grid to bridge the Demand Supply gap. Hence, this order: 

GOVERNMENT ORDER NO. EN 26 PPC 2014, BANGALORE, DATED 26th MARCH 2014 

In the circumstances explained in the Preamble and in exercise of the powers conferred under section-11 of Electricity Act 
2003, the State Government hereby issues the following directions in the public interest with immediate effect and will be in force till 
30th June 2014 or until further orders whichever is earlier. 

a) All the Generators in the State of Karnataka shall operate and maintain their generating stations to maximum exportable 
capacity and shall supply all exportable electricity generated to the State Grid for utilization within the State subject to 
following conditions: 

i) The tentative tariff for supply of energy by the Generators under Section 11 and who do not have Power Purchase 
Agreement with Electricity Supply Companies shall be Rs. 5.50 per unit subject to determination of final tariff by Hon'ble 
Karnataka Electricity Regulatory Commission(KERC). 
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ii) Joint meter readings shall be the basis for raising the monthly bills. 

iii) Letter of Credit (LC) will be provided by the ESCOMs to the extent of cost of power allocated. 

iv) Rebate of 2% shall be allowed on the bill amount if payment is made within 5 days from the date of presentation of bill or 
otherwise 1% shall be allowed if the payments are made within 30 days. 

v) Due date for making payment shall be 30 days from the date of presentation of the bill. 

vi) Surcharge at 1.25% per month shall be payable if the payments are made beyond due date. 

vii) The Jurisdictional Distribution Licensee shall raise the bill for the energy imported by the Generators under Section 11. 

viii) Energy pumped by Generators under Section 11 shall be allocated amongst ESCOMs as per Government Order dated 
16.01.2014 for short term purchase allocation and is as follows:

ix) The Generators shall raise the bills in the above proportion to respective ESCOMs. 

b) The above tariff is provisional and is subject to approval of Karnataka Electricity Regulatory Commission (KERC). 

c) The above proposal shall not be applicable for the Intra-State Generators who are having valid PPA's with the Distribution 
Licensees in the State of Karnataka. 

d) All State Electricity Supply Companies (ESCOMs) shall submit a Memorandum on the power situation within 15 days from 
date of this order before the Karnataka Electricity Regulatory Commission (KERC) and request to fix the tariff for supply of 
energy by the Generators source-wise (i.e. Cogeneration, Biomass, Captive, IPP, etc) under Section 11 of Electricity Act 
2003.
